Railroads 
and 
vessels that carry 
corn will not accept It for shipment, 
if it is too heavily laden with mois­ 
ture because on the way it Is nearly 
certain to spoil. 
A carload of corn 
that is in apparent good condition 
when accepted for shipm ent will al­ 
most certainly mildew or sprout in 
transit If It has too much moisture and 
many a claim for dam ages has been 
made against a railroad because of 
wet corn that seemed perfectly dry 
when shipped. 
And so, the stcninship companies 
and the railroads require a certificate 
showing the moisture in tin* corn be­ 
fore it will be 
accepted. 
And 
the 
boards of trade and the railroad and 
warehouse commissioners of the state 
have established uniform rules for the 
grading of corn according to the mois- 
true It contains.
